The suhjoined isan extract of a letrer from b~ corres-
pondent of the New York Daily News, and appears in thet
paper of the 16th instant :
Paxrs, Julv 2, 1861

You can have nqidea of the wonder with which your last
Amrrican news has been received here. Frenchmen who
are familiar with the history of the American Revolution,
and have read De Tocqueville with care, gre astonished at
the case with which your people have parsed from freedom
into abject fFubmission to the yoke of an irrepressible mili-
tary despotism. Theyaek whether yon have become emas-
cnlate—whether the men of "7¢ have left no progeny i the
iand, or whether it be the corruytion of the worst Faropesan
influences, or the efeminacy of long prosperity, that has
dulled the brain and enfeebled the nerves of your people.
I bave heard military officera in the Cafeas here scouting at
incidens and scenes described in your New York joarnals,
and copied into the French papers as curiosities.

They say that such threats ol devastation and slanghter,
aud such boastings over the merest skirmishing, will make
the people who indu'ge in them the detestation of the oiy-
ilized world. All the pongeuncy of our keenest satiris's,
| and the wits of Charivari, are directed agaiost the ** gas-

covade "' with which many of your journals are filled, w hile
the fiarcest indignation is expressed at tie malignant epirit
that accompar jes it. The bigh scldiery sense of honor felt
hy the disciplined mi itary of the Okl Wor'd is shocked und
disgusted at the insults and ill treatment heaped upon pri-
sonets cavtored in batitle by solders of the Usion. You
cannot make th: Freoch veteran believe that those who do
these things are hrave or worthy men, and verily belie.e
that 8o great has heen the sympathy tor the South, produc-
ed by these parrafives, thar the mass of the lmperial army,
pmtirularlﬂ the leading officers would ask no bevter ene
ployment than an atiack anywhere upon the troops who
are guilty of such outrages.

For instance, the New York Herald. in a letter describ-
ing the retreat from Great Bethel, where the Union furces
weie 80 horribly defeated, allows its correspondeat to say,
that a single person by the name of Warirg, an officer in
the “*rebel”’ army, was seen to fire from the doorway of
his dwelling as the Union men went by it on their burried
retreat. He was soirounded by s detachment of the pass-
irg army and captured, when the cfficer to whom he sur-
rendered imwediately proceeded to give him—a defenceless
prisoner of war, in the presence of hundreds of armed and
infurigsted men—a good kicking !

I deplore the im%esshm that these things are producing
all over Europe. e are becoming contem tiISn ampng
tlie nations of Europe, and our total ruin disgrace are
calmly predicted. On all sides, the press, particularly the
governmental jourpal¢, give unmistakable eviionce that
the arrogance of the American Cabinet has converted late
favor into ill disguised hostility.

1 have only ume to add that the Confederate Commission-
e18 are here, and have contracted, in & guarter not many
hundred miles from Belgium, for a steel-clad steamer and
several batteries of the steel rifled cannon, which are su-
perceding all others. Bome of the latter have already gone
to New Orlesns, in the custody of distinguished i-!rench
officers. Mr. Mann has sesured the use of a new kind of
powder of fulminating compound, lately invented at Ber-
lin, 1t is essily prepared from ingredients everywhere
abundant, and will greatly asssist the Confederate States of
Anrgrlrica in their dearth, if any exist, of the old fashioned
article.

Serenade to Presldent Davis—His Speech,
[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ]

Ricuxoxp, July 23.—President Davis, after repeated
cul's, made a briel speech to-night to a large crowd as-
sembled in front of the Spottswood Hotel.

He described the beroic conduct of our troops in
glowing terms, and said that Lincoln must now admit
that there is “somebody hurt.” Although greatly su-
perior in numbers, the envemy had been routed, after a
desperate  engagement—all their arms, tents pnd camp
cquipage falling into our hands. After the battle had
raged for four hours, he (the President) arrived on the
field. The result was then doubtful ; but, being recog-
nized as the representative of their prineiples, the woun-
ded waved their handkerchiefs, and cried “ There's Jerr
Davis!” which created wild enthusiasm in our ranks
and a panic in the ravks of the enemy. - From that
moment the victory was secured. He passed high eunlo-
giums upon Johvston and Beauregard. .

Col. Chesnut alsd made a few remarks. He described .
the unequal combat with graphic force. Scott had
lound it 1mpcssible to dine in Richmond at the appoint-
ed timg. At Manassses, on Sunday, the seal of eternal
separation had been set, and never again would North
aod South be nnited, Nothing could exceed the valor
of our troops, and, no matter who did it, Sherman’s
Battery had been taken. Beauregard, his eyes glaring,
appearcd in front of the lines, exposed to the fire of the
voeny and that of bis own men, the very personification
of the “ God of War.” Bat there would be more to do.
Qur soldiers would fght, it the enemy would only let
them get at them. It was the duty of every man to
perform his part. Men ind money would be required
to achieve a final vietory.—Charleston Meicury.

(0 the exeiution of the laws and the provigions of the
Constitation of the United States.

Sec. 2. And be it 'arther enscted, That immediately
upou the passage of this act, the President of the Uni-
ted States shall cause Lis proclamation Lo be igsn-d, set-
uig forth the immediate and unconditional emaneipn-
von of wll persons held us sluves in any of the atoresaid
States, uuder the laws thereof, and also ordering all of
icers to give protection to all such emancipatd slaves,
und accept the gervices of all who may tender them in
tehall of the Government, if, io the judgmest of such
odicers, such services sball be nseful or necessary to the
prosecution of this war.”

Will any sensible man, after reading the above de-
claration, doubt tor & moment the poicy of the Liu-
coin edwimstration 2 I'te bill does nut attempt to muke
the wet buve the least sppearance of legality. e ad-
mils, @8 every one musi, that Lhe Statrs are guaranteed
a republican form of govervment ; thet persous are to
be secured in their property, aod that slaves are regard-
ed us property in certain States. Yet an American
Senator dares 10 atlempt to foment an intestioe eivil
war—a war of the negro against the white mao—of the
slave against his master.

I bad intended to reler particularly to the scene in
the Senate chamber on the occasion of the speech of
Mr. Breckinridge in wy letter of yesterdar, but was
ouly preveuted by my baving to get it io the mail at
the proper season.

The galleries of the Senate were thronged with spec-
tators eager to bear tie voice of Kentucky, through
ber gallant and honorable statesman. A greater num-
ber ol ladies were present than bad ever been known
before ; wany of them beivg unable to secure seats.—
The Seuators ceased all otber employment, aud droppiog
back in their arm elairs, paid all posgible attention to
the Kentucky Senator. .about thirty members of the
House of Representatives were on the floor of the Sep-
ale ; snd when Mr, Breckinridge arose in bis place, a
whisper could bave been beard ip any part of the spa-
cious Sepate chamber. 1t was a thriling sight to see
one man arise aud boldly attack the Admisistration
which bas the support of over 100,000 armed men and
five sixths of the Sepators of the North, ready and will-
iug to uphold its acts. I say it was s thrilling specta-
cle to sce one man boldly and indigoantly denvunce the
actiops of this uolimited power. As he read the Coo-
stitutiou to those men who se<k its overthrow, and time
and again coolly challenged them to. refute his state-
mentg, he inspired thos? in the gallery with an irrepress-
ible feeling of patriotism that escaped in bursts of ap-
planse.

When he alluded to the perils which were before the
country, and exhorted the people to look to their Con-
stitution and their rights before it shiiould be forever too
late, his voice trembled, and, by its uncontrollable mod-
ulatious, it could be seeu that his emotions were not to
e egsily restraived. At the conclusion of his remarks
a burst of sympathetic spplause went up from the gal-
leries that was only repressed by the remarks of Mr.
"Prumbull, who addressed the galleries on the scorg of
indecoruwm.
